On a Mexican Ranch, December 6. 
The most picturesque figure of this 
semi-arid ranch country is the Mexi- 
can sheep herder. He is inured to 
what to most of us would be appalling 
loneliness. For nine months at a 
stretch he roams the hills and prai- 
ries with his herd. j 

He sleeps where sundown finds him 
in the center of his flock. Days 
stretch into weeks without human con- 
fact. He subsists almost entirely 
upon frijole beans. He may now and 
then kill a goat. but this is rare and 
when he makes his kill he first of- 
fers up prayer. 

A strong attachment 
springs up for his herd. Many have 
committed suicide when their herd 
was ripe for slaughter and others 
have run amok with grief. The 
herder watches at night for the coyote, 
tl bear, lion, and other wild beasts 
of prey. 

For about two months a year he 
goes home to his family. With few 
exceptions all are men of family but 
he is happiest when he is herding. I 
met one old herder today. He had 
been roaming for six months. His 
sheep and goats were grazing a quar- 
ter of a mile from where he had built 
a fire to cook his midday meal. 

The herder carries no time piece 
and rarely can he tell you the day of 
the week but he never fails to tell you 
the correct time of day almost to 
the minute. This he calculates by 
the position of the sun. This one 
did not know the month’ of the. year. 
But he knew the time of day to the 
minute. 

His night begins at dusk and bis 
day before dawn. He scents a 

t is 
almost impossible to swing him into 
conversational paths. It has been so 
long since he has talked, he has al- 
most forgotten how. 

We drove over to a rock bed stream 
on the ranch today—the clearest I 
ever saw. It was twenty feet deep 


‘but one could see minutest objects at 


the bottom. There were all manner of 
fish and for fishers of bass it would 


invariably * 


have been a little bit of heaven. One 
of the cow punchers taught me to 
drink from the rim of my hat from 
a fluwing stream—an old puncher cus- 
tom, 


We pitched camp along another 
stream for lunch. It was a lunch of 
fried venison, meat, and roasted calif 
ribs and for the piece de resistance 
there was a cooked calf's head which 
had been buried in the ground and 
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roasted for two days. To an appetite 
whetted by outdoor life nothing ever 
tasted quite so delicious. 
can cooks swept a clean open spot 
with branches from trees. 


The cooks, by the way, were in- 


teresting fellows. Them were from 
the ranch. The first cook was about 
50. His assistant was in the early 
twenties and, when orphaned during 
the revolution, had drifted under the 
first cook’s care. Their devotion is 
strong. Recently it was arranged for 
the younger of the two to make his 
first visit to a neighboring town in an 
auto. To him it was a wonderful ad- 
venture, although he would be gone 
just for the afternoon. The first 
cook fluttered about him all] the morn- 
ing getting him ready and when the 
auto carrying him away got out of 


sight, broke down and wept for an} 


hour. 


The Mexican’s parental respect is 
admirable. He will not smoke or drink 
in the presence of his parents.

The court could have as- 
sumed similarly fanciful notion as to 
yellow fever thirty years ago: then 
it was “a matter of common knowl- 
edge,” that yellow fever was a con- 
tagious disease; so certain were the 
benighted people -of the contagious- 
ness of the disease that they generally 
established shotgun quarantine 
around communities where the dis- 
ease appeared. But we know now 
that the people were sadly mistaken 
about that, for yellow fever can be 
sprend only through the earrier 
agency of the Stegomyia breed of 
mosquito, which agent has no respect 


‘for shotguns or the complacent de- 


lusions of the law. 

“The uncontradicted evidence,” pur- 
sues the court, “showed that the 
plaintiff did contract such a cold on 
this journey, and that her sickness 
followed.”

He commends the Mel- 
lon plan, upon which his party is \di- 
vided, and virtually admits, what the 
democratic party has insisted upon 
since 1921, that the present revenue 
bill is a war tax measure and econom- 
ically a botch. 

“Readers of the message will not be 
able to reconcile the recommendations 
for tax reductions with President 
Coolidge’s indorsement of the present 
profiteers tariff act, the latter of

No Relief for Farmer.

UPSHAW CALLS

Washington, December 6.—Repre- 
sentative Upshaw, of Georgia, com- 
menting on the president’s message to 
congress, strongly scored Coolidge for 
his stand on the soldier’s bonus and 
spoke of his “homeopathic treatment” 
of the probihition question.

Foreign Affairs. 


For us peace reigns everywhere. 
We desire to perpetuate it always by 
“ranting full justice to others and 
tequiring of others full justice to 
ourselves. 

Our country has one cardinal prin- 
ciple to maintain in its foreign policy. 
It is an American principle. It must 
be an American policy. We attend 
to our own affairs, conserve our own 
strength, and protect the interests of 
our own citizens; but we recognize 
thoroughly o¢r obligation to help oth- 
ers, reserving to the decision of our 
own judgment the time, the place and 
the method. We realize the common 
bend of humanity. We know the in- 
eseapable law of service. 

Our country has definitely refusea 
io adopt and ratify the covenant of 
the league of nations. We have nor 
felt warranted in assuming the re- 
sponsibilities which its members have 
nssumed. I am not proposing any 
change in this policy; neither is tne 
senate. The incident, so far as we 
are concerned, is closed. The league 
exists as a foreign agency. 
it will be helpful. But the United 
States sees no reason to limit its own 
freedom and independence of action 
We shall do well to 
recognize this basic fact in al] na- 
tional affairs and govern ourselves 
aecordingly. 

World Court. 

Our foreign policy has always been 
suided by two principles. The one 
is the avoidance of permanent politi- 
-cal alliances which would _ sacrifice 
our proper independence. The other 
ig the peaceful settlement of contro- 
versies between nations. By example 
sand by treaty we have advocated ar- 
titration. For nearly 25 years we 
have been a member of The Hague 
Tribunal, and have long sought the 
creation of a permanent world court 
of justice. I am in full aceord with 
both of these policies. I favor the es- 
fablishment of such a court intended 
fo include the whole world. That is, 
on has long been, an American pol- 
cy.

Fiscal Condition. 

Our main problems ere domestic 
problems. 

Financial stability is the first req- 
visite of sound government. We can 
not escape the effect of world condi- 
tions. We can not avoid the inevi; 
table results of the economic disorders 
which have reached all nations. But 
we shall diminish their harm to us 
in proportion: as we continue to re- 
store our government finances to a se- 
cure and endurable position. This we 
can and must do. Upon that firm 
foundation rests the only hope of prog- 
ress and prosperity. From _ that 
awe must come relief for the peo- 
ple. 

This is being accomplished by a 
drastic but orderly retrenchment, 
which is bringing our expenses within 
our means. The origin of this has 
been the determination of the Ameri- 
can people, the main support has been 
the courage of those in authority, and 
the effective method has been the bud- 
get system. ‘The result has involved 
real sacrifice by department heads, 
but it has been made without flinch- 
ing. This system is a law of the 
congress. It represents your will. It 
must be maintained, and ought to be 
strengthened by the example of your 
observance. Without a budget sys- 
tem there can be no fixed responsi- 
bility and no constructive scientific 
economy.

The cost of eoal has become un- 
bearably high. It places a great bur- 
den on our industrial and comestic 
life. The public welfare requires 
a reduction in the price of frvel. With 
the enormous deposits in existence, 
failure of supply ought not to be 
tolerated. Those responsible for the 


‘conditions in this industry sheuld ¢n- 


dertake its reforin and »ree it from 
any charge of profiteering, 

The report of the coal commission 
will be before the congress. It eom- 
prises all the facts. It represents the 
maitre deliberations and conclusions 
of the best talent and experience that 
ever made a national survey of the 
production and distribution of fuel. 
I co not favor: government owner- 
ship or operation of coal mines. The 
need is for action under private own- 
ership that will secure great. con- 
tinuity of production and greater 
publie protection. The federal gov- 
ernment probably has no peace-time 
autiority to regulate wages, prices, or 
profits in coal at the mines or among 
dealers, but by ascertaining and pub- 


‘lishing facts it can exercise great in- 


fluence. 

The source of the difficulty fin the 
bituminous coal fields is the intermit- 
tence of operation which causes great 
waste of both capital and labor. That 
part of the report dealing with 
problem has much significance, and 
is suggestive of necessary remedies. 
By amending the car rules, by en- 
cour:ging greater unity of ownership, 
and possibly by permitting common 
selling agents for limited districts on 
condition that they accept adequate 
regulations and guarantee that com- 
petition between districts be unlim- 
ited, distribution, storage, and con: 
tinuity ought to be improved. 

The supply of coal must be con- 
stant. In case of its prospective in- 
terruption, the president should have 
to appoint a commission 
empowered to deal with whatever 
emergency situation might arise, to 
aid conciliation and voluntary arbi- 
tration, to adjust amy existing or 
threatened controversy between the 
empleyer and the employee when col- 
lective bargaining fails, and by cor 
trolling distribution to prevent profi- 
teering in this vital necessity. This 
legislation is exceeding urgent. and 
essential to the exercise of national] 
authsrity for the protection of the 
peovie.

For the 
most part agriculture is successful, 
eleven staples having risen in value 
from about $F,300,000,000 two years 
ago to about $7,000,000.000 for the 
current ‘year. But range cattle are 
still low in. price, and some sc2tions 
of the’ wheat urea, notably Minnesota, 
North Dakota, and on west, have many 
cases of actual distress. With his 
products not selling on a parity with 
the products of industry, every sound 
remedy that can be devised should be 
applied for the relief of the farmer. 
He represents a character, a type of 
citizenship, and a_ public 
that must be preserved and afforded 
every facility for regaining prosper- 


itv. 

The distress is most acute among 
those wholly dependent upon. one 
crop. Wheat acreage was greatly ex- 
panded and has not yet been snffi- 
ciently reduced. A large amount is 
raised for export, which has to meet 
the competition in the world market 
of large amounts raised on land much 
cheaper and much more productive. 

No complicated. scheme of relief, 
no plan for government fixing of 
rrices, no resort to the publie trers- 
ury wil] be of any permanent value in 
establishing agriculture. Simple and 
direct methods put into operation by 
the farmer himself are the only real 
sources for restoration. 

Indirectly the farmer must be re- 
lieved by a reduction of national and 
local taxation. He must be assisted 
by the reorganization of the freight- 
rate structure which could reduced 
charges on his production. To make 
this fully effective there ought to be 
railroad consolidations. Cheaper fer- 
tilizers must be provided.

Muscle Shoals. 

The government is undertaking to 
deyelop a great waterpower project 
known as Muscle Shoals, on which it 
has expended many million dollars. 
The work is still going on. Subject 
to the right to retake in time of war, 
I recomnmiend that this property with 
a location for auxiliary steam plant 
and rights of way be sold. This would 
end the present burden of expense and 
should return to the treasury the 
largest price possible to secure. 

While the price is an important 
element, there is another considera- 
tiog even more compelling. The agri- 
culture of the nation needs a greater 
‘supply and lower cost of fertilizer. 
This is now imported in large quan- 
tities. The best information I can 
secure indicates that present methods 
of power production would not be 
able profitably to meet the price at 
which these imports can be sold. To 
obtain a supply from this water pow- 
er would require long and costly ex- 
perimentation to perfect a process for 
cheap production. Otherwise our pur- 
pose would fail completely. It seems 
desirable, therefore, in order to pro- 
tect and promote the public welfare, 
to have adequate covenants that such 
experimentation be made and car- 
ried on to success. The great ad- 
vantage of low-priced nitrates must 
be* secured for the direct benefit of 
the farmers and the indirect benetir 
of the public in time of peace, and of 
the government in time of war. If 
this main object be accomplished, the 
amount of money received for the 
property is not a primary or major 
consideration. 

Such a solution will involve com- 
plicated negotiations, and there is no 
authority for that purpose. [I there- 
fore recommend that the congress ap- 
roint a small joint committee to con- 
sider offers, conduct negotiations, and 
report definite recommendations, 

Reclamation, 

By reason of many contributing 
causes, occupants of our reclamation 
projects are in financial difficulties, 
which in some cases are acute. Re- 
lief should be granted by definite 


retary of the interior in his discre- 
tidn to suspend, readjust, and reassess 
all charges against water users. This 
whole question is being considered 
by experts. You will have the ad- 
vantage of the facts und conclusions 
which they may develop. This sit- 
uation, involving a government in- 
vestraent of more than $135,000,000, 
and affecting fore than 30,000 water 
users, is serious. While relief which 
is necessary should be granted, yet 
contracts with the government which 
can be met should be met. The 
established general policy of these 
projects should not be abandoned for 
any yrivate control. 
Highways and Forests. 

Highways und reforestation should 
continue to have the interest and 
support of the government. Everyone 
is anxious for good highways. I have 
made a liberal proposal in the budget 
for the continuing payment to the 
states by the federal vovernment of 
its share for this necessary public 
improvement. No expenditure of pub- 
lic money contributes so much to the 
naticnal wealth as for building good 
roads. 

Reforestation has an importance 
fur above the attention it usually se- 
cures. A special committee of the 
senate is investigating this need, and 
I shall weleome a constructive policy 
based on their report. 

It is 100 years sinee our country 
announecee the Monroe doctrine. « This 
princi ‘> has boon ever since, anu 
is now, one of the mu. foundations 
of our foreign relations, It must be 
‘maintained. But in maintaining 
we must not be forgetful that a great 
change has taken place. We are no 
longer a weak nation, thinking main- 
lv of defense, dreading foreign impo- 
sition. We are great and powerful. 
New powers bring new responsibili- 
ties. wur “itv then was to protect 
ourselves. Added to that, our duty 
now is to help give stability to the 
‘world We want idealism. We want 
that vision which lifts men and na- 
itions rebove themselves. Shese are 
virtues by reason of their own merit. 
But they must not be cloistered, they 
must not be impractical; they must 
not be ineffective. 

The world has had encugh of the 
eurse of hatred and selfishness of 
destruction and war. {It has had 
enough of the wrongful use of ma- 
terial power. For the haaling of the 
nations there must be good ‘will and 
charity, confidence and veace. The 
time Las come for a more practical 
use of moral power, and more re- 
liance upon the principle that right 
makes its own might. Our authority 
/among the nations must be represent- 
ed by justice and mercy. It is neces- 
sary not only to have faith, but to 
make sacrifices for our faith The 
spiritual forces of the world make 
all its final determinations. It is 
with these voices that America shoule 
spenk. Whenever they declare a right- 
eous purpose there need he no doubt 
that they will be heard. America has 
taken her place in the work! as a re- 
nublic—free, independent, powerful. 
The best service that can be rendered 
to humanity 
this place will he maintained.

Bowers, secretary of the Floyd county’ 
farm bureau, who believe that it will 
be easily possible to get acreage 
enough to justify hiring an expert to 
superintend the production of the 
Floyd county crop. 

Mr. Ring points out the average 
yield from an acre of tobacco is 
around $200 and that the cost of pro- 
duction is not more than $60. - This 
is so much ahead of cotton raising 
where the average yield is only about 
200 pounds of ‘lint per acre—as it 
was -in Floyd county this year—that 
there is hardly any basis for com- 
parison, Mr. Ring shows. A good 
=rice this year, there is every 
to expect light tobacco to be even 
highes next fall as many of the to- 
hacco farmers in the Carolinas are he- 
ing tempted to plant cotton rather 
than tobacco. 

Mr. Ring has agreed to come back 
to Rome on January 3, and talk over 
the matter with the Floyd county 
farm bureau which will hold a called 
meeting on that date for the purpose 
of considering the matter. Both Mr. 
Ring and local farm officials believe 
that a minimum of 200 acres should 
be planted in tobacco in Floyd county 
next year.
